One who .spend* a few hours loitering in that A m er­ 
ican nerve-center, the National Capitol a1 W ashington, 
won lr I have lo be blind, deaf and exceedingly dumb not to 
recognize that President Trum an today has less prestige 
than any Am erican Chief Executive since Lincoln's suc- 
t essor, Andrew Johnson. 
In only one accidented factor is Trum an's position 
stronger than that of his unfortunate predecessor of 60 
years ago; President Trum an and the Democratic National 
Chairm an between them still have a grip on Congressional 
machinery. They no longer have the votes, hut they do 
have most of the com m itter chairmanships. 
President Johnson, repudiated by bis own (D em o­ 
cratic) party, was wholly at the mercy of Congress; to 
the Republicans he was a Democrat, and to the Demo- 
( rats he was a renegade, and when he attempted to resist 
C ongressional policy, he came within a whisker of being 
successfully impeached. 
Robert E. Mannegan. Postmaster and Democratic 
C hairman, has obvious reasons for his desperate efforts 
to stop the debacle which is going on; without I roman. 
I iannegan is less than nothing. H ie result has been a 
arrie* of frantic rescue measures, which now has the bulk 
of the* National Adm inistration busy lobbying in Con­ 
gress, but which has merely further irritated a sore 
situation. 
O n Capitol H ill, the reaction towards the President 
is not anger and hatred so much as it is first-cousin to con­ 
tempt, mingled with uneasy misgivings about what he 
[m ay decide to try next. Political dislike for him is natural 
enough among his opponents, but the almost universal 
tat k of confidence among bis supporters is neither answer­ 


a b le nor, apparently, solvable. 
It is easy enough, for example, to disregard some of 
the critical remarks such as “I le‘s a fizzle and a bust” or
